The Future Of The Hatchet 


An Editorial 

• TODAY'S ISSUE OF THE HATiJHET carries for the first 
time the date line 1900. Outside of school the beginning for a 
new year signifies for everyone a time to look around, take 
stock of past accomplishments and future possibilities, and 
start out a new period with a clear purpose and clear decks. 
In our own school community the end of the fall semester 
marks the half-way point of the year, yet that period is now 
so close, there is so little time left to make things ready for 
the new start Into another division of our school life, that it 
seems appropriate with this issue to indicate a pressing cam- 
pus problem that needs to be solved in the remaining days of 
the present semester. 

That problem Is the future of The Hatchet. 

Thus far this school year Trie Hatchet has been Under the 
direction of a provisional Board of Editors. Announcement 
was made on page 1 of the first issue that "a study has been 
undertaken by the Committee on Publications looking toward 
certain changes in the administrative organization of The Uni- 
versity Hatcriet . . ." and that pending the completion of the 
study a provisional Board had been appointed and was func- 
tioning. 

During the past few years the Board of Editors of The 
Hatchet was self-elected, subject to approval of the faculty 
Committee on'Publlcations. Last spring, however, the Com- 
mittee took no action on the elections held in April to fill two 
vacancies on the Board and the Editorship. The two nominees 
served with the' three members whose terms carried over into 
the next year to constitute an acting board, with the “old” 
editor continuing to have final jurisdiction. This set-up con- 
tinued to the end of the semester. 

PROVISIONAL BOARD IS CHOSEN 

During the past summer, apparently, the Committee on 
Publications was enlarged from three faculty members to 
include also two student and three alumni members, and that 
Committee set aside the established system of administration 
of The Hatchet and named the provisional board under a new 
set of eligibility qualifications, outstanding among which was a 
provision that each member must be of upper-class standing. 
That provision automatically made ineligible the three mem- 
bers of the Board whose terms would not ordinarily have ex- 
pired until the spring of the present year, 1940. One of the 
two nominees by the Board last spring was ineligible beginning 
this fall because of the four- year activities rule; the other is 
a member of the present provisional board. 

The provisional board members were notified of their ap- 
pointment less than one week before the scheduled date for trie 
first Issue this fall. As first constituted, the Board was com- 
posed of five members, one of which was the business manager. 
A sixth was added with the second issue. Since then two re- 
signed, effective with the 10th Issue, Nov. 21, 1939. 

The above is a very brief history of The Hatchet case as it 
now stands. There are, of course, many, many more incidents 
and aspects; but the essence of the picture has been given. 

The reader may ask why this summary is. written. The an- 
swer is that the present editors, and many other students, 
both on and off The Ratchet staff, feel that the period of ex- 
perimentation lids run, ion* enough,, that in fairness to the 


• PRE-REGIS TRATION for the 
second semester will take place be- 
ginning next Monday and continu- 
ing through Jan. 23.

Secure approval of the Dean of the 
College, School or Division con-, 
cerned. Deposit completed blanks 
at the Cashier's Office in Corcoran 
Hall. Fees may be paid at that 
time or may be postponed until the 
regular registration days, Feb. 7-8. 

Law students will register in 
Stockton Hall. Students in the 
Medical School are not required to 
register for the second semester. 

Former students of the Univer- 
sity not now In residence who wish 
to register for the second semester 
should make application at the Of- 
fice of Admissions, C-101 and then 
proceed as above. 

Students entering the University 
for the first time at the beginning 
of the second semester should make 
application for admission at the 
Office of Admissions, C-101. 


Building Will Include 
Theatre, Soundproof 
Rooms and Workshop 

• EXCAVATION. WORK (or the 
new miliion-dollar auditorium will 
he started within the next 90 days, 
Charles E. Merry, Superintendent 
of Buildings and Grounds, an- 
nounced last week. At the same 
time he made public that the site 
finally chosen for the building Is 
the southwest cproer of the inter- 
section df 21st and H Sts. N.W. v 

Of it he $1,000,000 available for the 
new building. $750,000 was left to 
the University by the late Abram 
Llsner, donor of the new library 
building. An additional $200,000 to 
be expended on the auditorium was 
donated to the University some 
time ago by the George Washing, 
ton Memorial Association. A re- 
cent bequest In the will of the late 
Mrs. Susan Whitney Dimock will 
supply further funds. 

Building Includes Theatre 

Included in the new building will 
he a large meeting hall, n little 
theater, and classrooms and work-, 
shops' for music and speech work. 

The large meeting hall Is de- 
signed to satisfy the long-fclf need 
of the University for an assembly 
place of sufficient size to accommo- 
date large forums and general Uni- 
versity meetings. 

Designed for the special delight 
of Cue and Curtain, the little then- 
tre will seat about 400 persons and 
provide adequate stage facilities for 
the University drama group. 

Speech Facilities 

Soundproof rooms and workshops 
are expected to give University 
spepch work and music great im- 
petus. The possibility of the devel- 
opment of a complete radio curric- 
ulum Is also under consideration. 

The auditorium, which will be 
completed In about 18 months from 
the time construction will start, is 
the sixth large building project to 
be undertaken by t|ie University 
since the inception of a nqw build- 
ing program In 1935. Other major 
buildings completed since that year 
Include the Social Science Hall, the 
Biology Building. Strong Hall, the 
Hall of Government, and the Llsner 
Library, which was completed last 
fall.

Nancy Morgan and Clinton Braine 
portray the romantic leads, the two 
young people about whose lives the 
change and the growth of the nor- 
mal little small town, the theme of 
the play, is developed.

• THE DEBATE COUNCIL has 
announced tentative plans for var- 
sity, women’s and freshman debate 
teams which indicate full schedules 
for all three squads. 

On January 21 a varsity team 
representing the University will 
participate in- a debate with Mt. St. 
Mary’s at Emmltaburg on the 
subject of "Socialized Medicine". 
This will be a spHt team debate. 
Men desiring to try out for this 
debate may signify their intention 
to do so by signing the list on the 
bulletin board beside D-415, office 
of Prof. Henry G. Roberts, coach 
of the Men’s Varsity Debate Squad, 
as soon as possible. Date of the 
tryouts will be announced later. 

Christian Bromberg, intercollegi- 
ate debate manager, ajso revealed 
plans for a comprehensive schedule. 
On Feb. 21 there will be a debate 
with Princeton University at 
Princeton; no subject has yet been 
selected. 

Late March will seea University 
team invading the Middle West on 
the longest debate trip since the 
Puerto Rico trip of several years 
ago. On March 25, tney will meet 
Washington University of St. 
Louis and the University of Ilinois 
at St. Louis in a triangular debate 
on the subject of the administra- 
tion’s labor policy. On Match 25, 
the team will meet the University 
of Missouri at Columbia, Mo., de- 
bating the question. "Resolved, 
That the Present Administration 
Deserves a Vote of Confidence”. 
Negotiations are under way look- 
ing toward a triangular debate with, 
the University of Virginia and the 
University of North Carolina. 

Women’s varSiiy debate schedule 
will embrace six debates, which 
among others will Include such op- 
ponents as Ohio Wesleyan, Pitts- 
burgh, Randolph-Macon and Trin- 
ity. Subject of the Ohio Wesleyan 
debate is "Resolved, That the Ger- 
man-American Bund Should Be 
Suppressed”. Main question, which 
will be used in most, if not all, of 
the other debates is "Resolved, 
That the Basic Blame for the Pres- 
ent European War Rests Upon the 
Allied Powers”. 

Evelyn Morris, veteran of last 
year’s squad, has been named man- 
ager. Others who return from last 
year are Lucy Majure, Betty Green 
and Ann Dlenstl. Prof. DeWltt 
Bennett will again coach the squad. 

Prof. W. Hayes Yeager will shep- 
herd the. Freshman Squad through 
a schedule including debates with 
Columbus University and, it is 
hoped, Catholic University, Mar- 
jorie Webster. Maryland University, 
Y. M. C. A. and Boston University. 

Columbus will be met March 18 
on the question of federal owner- 
ship and operation of railroads.

PERMANENT SYSTEM MUST BE SET VP 

Whether or not the Committee on Publications was acting In 
the best interests of the University and the students who are 
its essence Is a' question which need not be discussed at this 
writing. The important thing now is to define the administra- 
tion of The Hatchet so that students may with dignity and 
honor to themselves serve in its administrative positions. 

The present system of provisional appointment cannot be 
continued indefinitely. The Hatchet is operated on a merit 
system. It is unfair to the Junior and Senior Staff members 
to ask them to Work many hours every week through two 
school years without providing a definite goal that may be 
reached by some of them through meritorious work. It Is un- 
fair to ask them to serve as members of The Hatchet staff if 
their chance of promotion is to depend on rules which change 
from day to day, or which are not defined at all. And it is 
certainly unfair to ask that the considerable responsibilities of 
administration of The Hatchet be carried indefinitely by stu- 
dents who agreed to accept a dubious honor, under the circum- 
stances, only because they considered the continuance of the 
paper more Important than personal feelings. 

The Committee on Publications has, in confidence, agreed 
with the present editors that a permanent plan of organization 
should again be instituted for The Hatchet effective at the be- 
ginning of the second semester of this school year, and that the

Religion— Professors Beware 


• TWO THINGS seem to be most commonly the subject of profes- 
sorial wit— religion and women. Granting that the latter might 
legitimately be the subject of allegedly humofous remarks, the 
former is a topic that might well be kept outside the field of class- 
room comment. 

It Is well known that when a young student enters college, he or 
she Is continually confronted with a mass of fact, historic or scien- 
tific, that may seem to a young mind a contradiction of all that he 
has grown to believe, all that his years of church-going have taught 
him. What he reads is alone enough to set him wondering, and he 
frequently finds himself confused — not knowing what to believe. 
It is a hard period for a young person to go through, particularly 
if he has been at all influenced by his pre-college learning. 

It is thus with dismay that we see some professors who, claiming 
religious beliefs, nevertheless seek to poke fun at certain aspects 
of religion in order to draw forth some classroom response. How 
can the young student understand that the professor does not mean 
what he seems to mean, that he is only presenting a partial fact, 
that in his own realization of the whole philosophy of religion, he 
has forgotten the student's ignorance of it? 

Not infrequently .have a few of our own University profesosrs 
been called atheists, when they are in reality active in Washington 
churches. Their desire for laughter In the class, even though they 
do not realize it, is breaking down a belief and a faith that may 
mean mu^h to the character and future of the student. 

Suppose that some of the religious beliefs of students are Imma- 
ture. If the professor wishes to point out the errors, he has the

"Each school cheer should be printed on a large cloth sign 5x8 
inches. The cloth should be fastened with thumb tacks on a couple 
of sticks. Each yell will have to be printed on a separate piece of 
cloth. In this way, the students who do not know the words to 
some of the yells will be able to read them off the cloth and yell 
them with the cheerleaders. Money for the pieces of cloth should 
be appropriated by the Student Council or the Athletic Department, 
or both.’’ 

"The Better Cheers Committee should be made a permanent 
committee under the Student Council and should at all times make 
suggestions as to how the University cheers may be bettered.” 

The Committee also passed a resolution of thanks commending 
the Rousers Club for its work In developing school spirit through- 
out the year. 

The Better Cheers Committee, new on the campus this year, has 
done excellent work in aiding the revival of school spirit about the 
University. The Hatchet endorses its recommendations whole- 
heartedly.

• OTT ZAHN’S SPECTACULAR 
freshman basketball team continued 
its invincible pace, which netted the 
Frosh seven victims, and romped 
away with their traditional rivals 
from Georgetown for their eighth 
straight victory, 51-40.

Scoring the first basket from the 
court shortly after the starting 
whistle sounded, }he Buff frosh 
were tied only once during the 
whole game when the Hoyas made 
it two-all.

Roosevelt was unanimously en- 
dorsed for a third term at a turhu- 
lant meeting of the George Wash- 
ington Student Congress held just 
before the close of school for the 
holidays. 

After thwarting the efforts of op- 
ponents of his ‘resolution to force 
an adjournment, Mike McKool. 
sponsor of the resolution favoring 
the president, then forced a vote on 
the measure and, in spite of the 
vociferous debate that preceded the 
vote, there was not a dissenting 
vote cast. The resolution read: Be 
it resolved that the George Wash- 
ington University Student Congress 
go on record as favoring a third 
term for President Roosevelt. 

Prior to that action, taken im- 
mediately before* adjournment. Ev- 
erett Bellows was given a vote of 
thanks for his service to the Con- 
gress last year, when he held the 
office of President. He was also 
given a gift emblematic of the Con- 
gress' appreciation. 

Congress did not gel to consider 
(he real purpose of the meeting, a 
till which was supposed to have 
been introduced by the committee 
on Economic Planning. For reasons 
not fully clarified durihg the meet- 
ing, Chairman Sam Katz did not 
appebr In the meeting, although It 
was maintained that he had either 
been given full notice of the meet- 
ing, or that Bill Gausmann, usually 
reliable in such matters, had failed 
to deliver a message to Mr. Katz. 

As punishment for their failure to- 
ward their duty, the Congress 
passed unanimously the motion of 
the Rules Committee that the Com- 
mittee on Economic Planning be 
discharged. To express their person- 
al feelings toward Mr. Katz and Mr. 
Gausmann, the Congress passed a 
motion Introduced by Joe Clorety 
that "flguatlvely speaking, Mr. Sam- 
uel Katz be considered in a pillory 
of thirty days, and that Mr. William 
C. Gausmann be considered in the 
brig for thirty days." The motion 
was seconded by Paul McClenon, 
and over the protestations of Gene 
Crowe, the motion was passed by 
the necessary majority, and the sec- 
retary (Gene Crowe) was advised to 
inform the members of the action 
taken.
